conversation he did say, I hope your 
son gets better but that was right at 
the end.” 

Police have now issued a warning 
about the dangers of handling similar 
material and are investigating under 
the Firearms Act how the ‘live’ mortar 
round came to be in his possession. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Rogers, of 
Northampton CID, said: “This 
incident could potentially have 
resulted in Luke sustaining a much 
more serious injury. 

“Anyone taking apart ordnance of 
any description should exercise the 
greatest care when doing so. 

“Messing around with any ordnance 
is potentially very dangerous. If you 
discover ordnance of any description, 
steer clear and contact the police 
immediately. 

“We need to know how this mortar 
round was still ‘live’ and available for 
purchase in this country and, to that 
end, we are investigating to see 
whether any criminal offences have 
been committed under the Firearms 
Act.” 

The incident happened on 
September 16 but details were only

THE father of a teenager who was 
injured when a mortar he had 
dismantled exploded said he ‘was 
very lucky not to lose his life.’ 

Luke Stillman, 16, from Walgrave, 
suffered the injuries to his hands 
when the explosive he bought off the 
internet detonated. 

His father Terry told the Herald & 
Post that his son was a collector of 
military items and they were told that 
the Spanish 81mm mortar round had 
been disarmed before he bought it 
from a specialised action site for £46 
and had it posted to his home. 

The mortar, when in use, is 
described as a ‘cluster munition’ and 
is typically used on the battlefield to 
combat troops and tanks. 

Mr Stillman said: “Luke collects 
military bits and pieces and we 
bought him the mortar on the strict 
belief that it was inert. 

“Like all boys his age, he likes strip¬ 
ping things down and putting them 
back together but it turns out that the 
detonator had not been removed. 

“He was very lucky not to lose his life 



because when it went off he was 
standing up but the injuries he 
sustained did not look very nice at all.” 

Luke suffered burns to his hands and 
has lost the top of his index finger and 
thumb after the explosion and has 
missed time at school due to the 
accident. 

Mr Stillman says that he has been in 
contact with the specialist auction site 
where he bought the item which has 
since banned the seller. 

He added: “We have been in contact 
with the seller but he denies being 
responsible. Right at the end of the

Gym re-thinks swim rules 
after parents make splash

A FAMILY from Podington 
threatened to cancel their 
gym membership if the 
company had introduced 
strict new swimming rules. 

Sophie Wheeler and her 
three children Henry, seven, 
Alfred, five and Florence, 
three, are all members of 
Virgin Active in Riverside, 
Northampton. 

Both Sophie and her hus¬ 
band Philip were shocked 
when they heard Virgin were 
planning new rules that 
would have meant Mrs 
Wheeler could not take all her 
children swimming alone. 

Virgin was proposing to 
change the legislation so that 
an adult could only take one 


child swimming or two kids, 
as long as one could swim or 
had passed a ‘Shark’ profi¬ 
ciency test which none of Mrs 
Wheeler’s have. 

The new rules were set to 
apply to families who have 
youngsters under eight, com¬ 
ing into force on December 15. 

Mr Wheeler, who is not a 
member of Virgin Active, said: 
“If they don’t implement that 
policy and go ahead with the 
change that is fine and we 
would be very happy but if the 
do make these changes then 
we will have to cancel our 
membership as we would not 
be able to take the children.” 

And it seems Virgin has 
decided to re-think its plans, 
considering a more family 
friendly option. 

Responding to the Wheelers’ 


concerns and of other parents 
who have not been happy, UK 
chief operating officer at 
Virgin Active, Scott Hood said: 
“Last week, Virgin Active pro¬ 
posed changes to the number 
of children that a single adult 
could swim with when using 
our pools. 

“The Institute of Sport and 
Recreation Management 
(ISRM) provides guidance to 
all pool operators on these 
ratios. We take the safety of 
our members very seriously 
and the proposed changes 
were in line with our ongoing 
work to make our clubs as safe 
and enjoyable as possible. 

“Having listened to member 
feedback in the last week, we 
recognise that our approach 
to exceed the ISRM guidance 
was too restrictive and would 


have a negative impact on the 
ability for certain families to 
continue to use our pools. 

“Sometimes we get things 
wrong but we will always 
listen to feedback and, where 
necessary, act upon it. 

“By listening to our mem¬ 
bers we have now increased 
our child to adult swimming 
supervision ratios and will be 
writing to all members with 
two or more children this 
week to clarify our newly 
revised policy. 

“The new rules are still in 
accordance with ISRM guid¬ 
ance and will come into effect 
from December 15. 

“I would like to apologise to 
all our members for any frus¬ 
tration and confusion that our 
originally proposed changes 
may have caused.”

CONFIDENTIAL documents 
from Northamptonshire 
County Council left out in a 
post office were among 
dozens of cases where sensi¬ 
tive information was acci¬ 
dentally leaked by the 
authority. 

A new report shows that the 
council is the fourth worst 
for discarding or losing sen¬ 
sitive data, with 48 cases 
from August 2008 to August 
2011. 

Only Buckinghamshire, 
Kent and Essex fared worse 
in the report compiled by 
pressure group Big Brother 
Watch. 

The information, obtained 
under the freedom of infor¬ 
mation act, shows that 
Northamptonshire County 
Council lost the data in a 
number of different ways. 

Staff at the authority had 
laptops and memory sticks 
lost or stolen 12 times over 


the three year period and 
there were a number of inci¬ 
dents where emails were sent 
to the wrong people. 

There are also allegations of 
postal staff opening payslips 
and confidential documents 
about students at Unity 
College, which should have 
been archived, being sent to 
the council. 

The report also outlines a 
case where a resident was 
contacted by a marketing 
company after giving his 
details to the authority’s 
‘Slim your Bin @ Home’ 
campaign. 

The actions taken by the 
council were not disclosed in 
the report, although nation¬ 
ally only nine people were 
dismissed for breaching 
security. 

Nick Pickles, director of Big 
Brother Watch, said: “This 
research highlights a shock¬ 
ingly lax attitude to protect¬ 


ing confidential information 
across nearly a third of coun¬ 
cils. 

“The fact that only a tiny 
fraction of staff have been 
dismissed brings into ques¬ 
tion how seriously managers 
take protecting the privacy of 
their service users and local 
residents. 

“Despite having access to 
increasing amounts of data 
and being responsible for 
even more services, local 
authorities are simply not 
able to say our personal 
information is safe with 
them.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council: “We are disappoint¬ 
ed to hear about this report, 
as we take very seriously our 
responsibilities as the custo¬ 
dians of information, and 
believe we have a good rela¬ 
tionship with the 
Information Commissioners 


Office. We are currently look¬ 
ing actively at the improve¬ 
ments we can make in this 
area; for example, we have 
recently run a privacy cam¬ 
paign which saw informa¬ 
tion about data security cas¬ 
caded to all staff via an inter¬ 
nal communications cam¬ 
paign. 

“We actively remind staff 
about their responsibilities 
to manage information 
securely at all times. 

“We have standards of 
required practice for infor¬ 
mation management which 
apply to all staff and which 
we are currently in the 
process of reviewing so that 
they reflect latest develop¬ 
ments in thinking and prac¬ 
tice in this area. 

“We will review the Big 
Brother Watch report and 
take note of its contents in 
light of our ongoing 
improvement activities.”

A ROBBER who broke into a house 
sprayed his victim with a red liquid when 
challenged. 

The aggravated burglary occurred in the 
Abington area of Northampton at around 
11pm on Monday. 

A man was asleep in an upstairs 
bedroom of his house when he was 
woken by a noise. On getting up to 
investigate, he encountered an intruder on 
the landing.

Is it time to take tax action in protest at cuts? 
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EXTORTIONATE tuition fees mean 
young adults have little chance of 
decent further education unless pre¬ 
pared to accept a mortgage size debt 
to begin their careers. 

Nothing is done to provide jobs, 
hence little chance of finding work 
either. 

Now, Northamptonshire County 
Council propose further cuts. 

Young adult and Connexions 
services will likely lose more fund¬ 
ing. Connexions offers careers 
advice to young people, giving many 
hope and a step toward a meaning¬ 
ful future. 

Government always seems sur¬ 
prised when people, particularly the 
young, are on the streets protesting 
and rioting. 

They should remember the old 
adage, “the devil makes work for idle 
hands.” 

Elements of the media tar all the 
young with the same brush but they 
are most often victims, not perpetra¬ 
tors, of a corrupt system and its 
leaders, seemingly bent on self- 
interest. 

Capitalism encourages greed and

Nationally and locally billions are 
siphoned from public services, not 
to defend this country but to feed a 
corrupt, corporate, imperialistic war 
machine steamrollering across the 
world. 

Through council and income tax, 
I’ve paid up front for these services. 

Removing their provision is breach 
of contract, so I feel within my rights 
to withhold tax payment until such 
time as services resume and illegal 
wars are no longer waged in my 
name as a British citizen.

BUSINESSES in Northampton¬ 
shire are getting a boost from 
apprentices, according to a local 
councillor. 

Liberal Democrat County 
Councillor Richard Church has 
welcomed the new influx of 
apprentices across the town 
created in part by a scheme 
encouraging companies to take 
on young workers.

It is intended further funding opportunities will be identified 
to attract additional inward investment. 

A director of BID, Richard Clinton, said: “The loyalty card is 
working really well and we hope the card scheme will help to 
bring a greater footfall to the town. 

“The loyalty card is similar to one operating in Kettering and 
about to start in Wellingborough. 

“Membership costs £15 for 12 months but people could even 
cover the cost of membership at one location. 

“In terms of businesses signing up it is more local restaurants 
and local retailers.”

years and recently returned from 
a six-month deployment on 
Operation Herrick. 

He has been on four tours to 
Bosnia and two in Iraq but he 
described this visit to Afghanistan 
as his toughest yet. 

Part of his role was doing recon¬ 
naissance squadron, which is 
mounted on light armoured vehi¬ 
cles called Scimitars. 

Explaining what he did, Sgt Dyer 
said: “My main role was recon¬ 
naissance. This entailed being 
sent out to an area to find out 
^ who lives there, who were the 
tribal elders and where the 
fmosques were. That amount¬ 
ed to 40 per cent of my job 
while the other 60 per cent was 
focused on targets. 

“This was going out into 
areas to seize cachets of 
weapons, drugs and 
^ explosives.

W “I believe almost anyone 


can be a soldier as it is all down to 
the training.” 

As far as this modern soldier is 
concerned any civilian could 
become a troop as he/she would 
know what to do because the 
training they would receive is so 
good. 

He added: “It is all about train¬ 
ing and preparation. 

“I have been in the army for 
more than ten years. 

“The training gets better and so 
does the equipment. 

“Whatever we needed while we 
were on duty we could have any 
piece of equipment from aviation 
to a helicopter. 

“I was trained for ten months 
before being deployed in 
Afghanistan.” 

Asked if he had ever thought of 
leaving the army, Sgt Dyer said he 
would not want to do anything 
else as he Toves his job’. 

“The army has improved me as 
when I was young I was not the 
best disciplined. But it helped me 
grow up quickly. 

“One of the things it has done is 
made me more aware of the rest 
of the world and given me a better 
understanding about Africa, 
Bosnia and Iraq. It has opened my 
eyes. 

“As I went into the army at such

a young age I believe it has 
become part of who I am, 

“I have thought of doing other 
things but this is who I am. 

“I get a lot of satisfaction from 
what I do. One of the important 
factors is the friendship. 

“This is the one thing which my 
friends who have left the army 
miss. It is this closeness - you are 
brothers with everyone else - it is 
one big family. 

“You stick up for each other and 
become a very tightly knit unit. 

“In any extreme situation you 
look out for each other.” 

Sgt Dyer doesn’t have any lucky 
charm he takes with him to 
remind him of home but does 
have pictures of family and 
friends and his little brother’s 
Transformers quilt but nothing 
too personal or sentimental. 

“I try to forget about home. I 
still phone home and write letters 
but I don’t think about it too 
much as I just get on with my job. 

“I worry a bit about what is 
going on at home but not often.” 

Sgt Dyer, who experienced a 
homecoming parade in 2009 on 
his return from Iraq, said the sup¬ 
port filled him with immense 
pride. 

He added: “The turnout makes 
everyone feel appreciated and 
people actually care. 

“It was emotional with all my 
family and friends there. 

“Some people had even taken 
time off to support us. 

“I absolutely loved it as I was so 
proud, really proud as it showed 
we were home safe and sound.” 


A TOWN came together to salute a 
set of real life heroes this week. 

On Tuesday, families and friends 
clapped and cheered as soldiers 
from the 9th/12th Royal Lancers 
took part in a home-coming 
parade after their 

successful and challenging tour of 
Afghanistan. 

A’ Squadron were the final group 
to return home from Helmand. 

Accompanied by The Light 
Cavalry Band, around 200 
soldiers stepped off from Market 
Square at 11am. 

The route saw them go through 
the town centre, before a salute at 
All Saints’ Church. 

Following that the parade 
proceeded, finishing at Market 
Square. The soldiers then attend¬ 
ed a civic reception at the 
Guildhall. 

Lieutenant Colonel Will Fooks, 
the commanding officer of 
9th/ 12th Royal Lancers, said the 


six month tour had been demand¬ 
ing with ‘considerable’ pressure. 

He said: “There are so many fac¬ 
tors which produce that pressure. 
There is not just the threat provid¬ 
ed by the enemy but there is also 
the conditions and the heat.” 

Although the training received 
before they were deployed was 
exceptional, nothing could pre¬ 
pare them for the loss of Lance 
Corporal Paul Watkins, who was 
killed in action on July 16. 

His tragic death, and the life 
changing injuries suffered by two 
others, were felt by all. 

One of the people welcoming the 
troops was Mayor of 
Northampton, Councillor Jamie 
Lane. 

He said: “Events like this are a 
way for our town to show how 
proud we are of the Lancers, not 
only for the vital work they do, but 
as an important part of our 
community.”

My time-keeping diary is 
an election day reminder 


I DO not know about you but in 
the run up to the festive season 
my time just seems to vanish 
into thin air. 

So, I have started to keep a 
detailed diary of what I have been 
up to in the simple hope of freeing 
some time to devote to important 
things. 

First up, my new diary tells me 
that I am spending just over half 
an hour a day reading my emails. 
How can this be true? 

Counting up, I get around a 
thousand non-spam emails a 
week. 

A hundred or so need a reply, say 
two minutes each, then say five 
seconds to glance at each of the 
rest and hit the delete button. So 
that is where the time goes. 

In response, I have tightened the 
settings on my spam filter to 
delete more email automatically. 

That is great for all the rubbish 
and down right offensive emails 
but until I am sure that the 
settings are right, I have a quick 
review to check if something 
important has found its way into 
the spam folder. 

Trouble is that I keep finding 
important emails in my spam 
folder, including a strangely 
entitled “Elections 2012/13 training 
day” email from the Labour Party 
that had to be manually retrieved 
from its deletion fate. 

Now, Labour is well on the way to 
being ready for the county council 
elections in May 2013 but what 
elections are planned in 2012? 

Then, it finally dawned on me 
that there is planned to be an 
election for a police commissioner 


on November 15,2012. If I cannot 
remember then I know that this 
idea of an elected police 
commissioner has not even 
registered with the good folk of 
Northamptonshire yet. 

I am hardly giving away any 
secrets that none of the two major 
political parties are even remotely 
ready. 

Mind you the Liberals, in their 
true sitting on the fence style, 
have said that Liberals can back 
local independent candidates. 

More cynically, this is probably 
because the Liberals know their 
chance of getting anybody elected 
as a police commissioner 
anywhere let alone in Northamp¬ 
tonshire is precisely zero. 

Of course, part of the problem 
for politicians is that if you do not 
like the idea of an elected police 
commissioner and you say so 
publicly, then your comments will 
always be trotted out if you ever 
stand as a candidate. 

While if you say that you like the 
idea, then everybody starts 
assuming that you want to stand. 

Nick Ross, former Crimewatch 
presenter and now visiting 
professor at the Jill Dando Crime 
Science Institute at University 
College London, does not want 
politicians to stand. 

But in the same political breath, 
he says he wants to stand as an 


elected police commissioner, 
although he is not saying where 
yet. 

Now, while a Crimewatch 
presenter might have some idea 
of how the police work the same 
cannot be said for some of the self 
publicists and extremists that 
might get elected if turnout is low 
and it might well be low on a cold 
Thursday in November. 

So, most politicians are keeping 
quiet until they have quietly 
sounded out colleagues as to their 
chances. 

More importantly, we politicians 
have to address the crime and 
policing problems of today. 

The biggest of today’s problems 
is that after 16 years of national 
crime figures falling, in the first 
year of the Tory-led Coalition 
Government crime went up. 

And how have the local Tories 
reacted to this? 

First, they axed half the county’s 
street lights. Now, they have 
removed the county’s £500,000 
contribution to Police Community 
Officers which means there will be 
25 less PCSOs on the streets.

AN extra £3 million is set to be invested 
to support the creation of 
Northampton’s new bus station. 

The town’s Borough Council cabinet 
members yesterday discussed a report 
recommending investing the £3m to 
support £8m of funding already agreed 
for the scheme by West Northampton¬ 
shire Development Corporation 
(WNDC). 

The new facility is seen by many as an 
important part of the future develop¬ 
ment of the town and essential as part of 
the work to regenerate and improve the 
town centre. 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Councillor David Mackintosh, 
said: “It is fantastic to see these plans 
coming forward and real progress being 
made. 

“Our intention is to create a 
modern new site that is welcoming, 
bright, safe and clean and brings passen¬ 
gers right into the heart of our town. 

“This will replace the existing 
Greyfriars bus depot that costs taxpayers 
almost half-a-million pounds a year to 
maintain. 

“We will be discussing how this 
additional contribution from the 
borough council could make all the 
difference in not just providing some¬ 




thing that is acceptable but something 
that will make a real difference in 
improving our town for residents and 
visitors alike.” 

The project is being delivered by 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Northamptonshire County Council and 
WNDC. 

Leader of the borough council’s Labour 
Group, Cllr Lee Mason added: “I fully 
support the borough council giving £3m 
for the new bus interchange as this will 
help to secure the regeneration of our 
town centre. 

“We really need a modern bus facility if 
the proposed Grosvenor Centre is to 
have any chance of becoming a success.”

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Friends and family 
gather a year on 
to remember Adil

FAMILY and friends of murdered 
schoolboy Adil Basharat congregated to 
remember him on the anniversary of 
his death. 

At a memorial in Wolverton Mill on 
Monday afternoon, 100 of the 16-year- 
old’s closest friends and family came 
together to talk about him. 

Adil (pictured), from Milton Keynes, 
was stabbed with a broken golf club out¬ 
side Kingsbrook School, in Deanshanger, 
on November 19 last year, in a case of 
mistaken identity. 

His sister, Sobia, read a poem she wrote 
for him and remembered times she 
spent with her brother. 

She said: “We had a low roof on our 
house and he would come out of his win¬ 
dow and sit on it so we could talk to each 
other. 

“When I went to uni he sent me a text 
asking me not to go because he would be 
alone. 

“I was really blessed to have him in my 
life and I don’t think I have seen other 
siblings who have a bond like us. 

“Every day is a struggle to cope.” 

Adil’s girlfriend, Nisha Patel, sang ‘I’m 
Like A Bird’ by Nelly Furtado, a song she 
was supposed to sing for Children in 
Need on the day Adil was attacked. 

Adam Moore, 20, was found guilty at 
Northampton Crown Court in August of 



murdering Adil Basharat. He will serve a 
minimum of 16 years in prison. 

Freddy Wilson, 20, fake Batten, 22, both 
from Deanshanger and Daniel 
Anderson, 20, from Stony Stratford were 
found not guilty of murder and 
manslaughter, but convicted of violent 
disorder. They were each sentenced to 
three years in prison. 

Moore, from Cosgrove, was also sen¬ 
tenced to three years for violent disorder, 
which will run currently with his jail 
term for murder.

Officers talked through the 
footage and handed out bottles of 
water and mints which displayed 
some very important messages. 

Sergeant Ali Quinn said: “We 
received some excellent feedback 
from members of the public who 
were impressed to see us engag¬ 
ing with people in this way. 

“We were pleased to learn that 
the majority of women we 
spoke to appeared to have pre¬ 
booked taxis to ensure a safe jour¬ 
ney home. We offered advice 
about using licensed taxis to 


those who hadn’t and discussed 
the importance of staying with 
friends and sticking to busy, well 
lit areas. 

“A couple of men mentioned 
they would be walking home on 
their own at the end of the night. 
This is concerning and we would 
remind people that whilst they 
might feel safe, actions such as 
this can make them more vulner¬ 
able and people should prefer¬ 
ably travel home in a taxi. 

“By following some simple steps 
such as staying with friends and 
avoiding attention being drawn 
to valuables, people on a night 
out can help to prevent them¬ 
selves from becoming a victim of 
crime.”

Prisons 
aim to 
rid cells 
of drugs

A ZERO-tolerance approach to crack¬ 
ing down on drugs getting into prisons 
has been launched. 

Operation Shark is a joint prison and 
police initiative aimed at stopping 
drugs getting into jails. 

Northamptonshire Police is working in 
partnership with HMP Onley and HMP 
Rye Hill to prevent illegal substances 
entering its premises and getting into 
the hands of its inmates. 

The use and supply of illegal drugs in 
prisons is linked to the level of violence 
recorded within its walls. 

Visitors are often put in the position of 
being asked or forced to bring drugs 
into the facility when visiting family and 
friends. 

They risk imprisonment themselves 
by feeding the habits of drug users or 
making money for known drug suppli¬ 
ers that are behind bars. 

As this is not acceptable, Her Majesty’s 
Prison Service and the county force are 
working together to adopt this zero- 
tolerance approach to those who 
attempt to supply illegal drugs. 

Officers from the Daventry Rural Safer 
Community Team will be conducting 
high-profile patrols at both prisons. 

They will be on the lookout for any 
visitors trying to smuggle drugs or 
goods. 

All visitors will be handed an informa¬ 
tion sheet explaining what can happen 
to them if they are caught trying to 
supply inmates with drugs. 

This includes being refused entry, 
being banned from future visits, being 
arrested and dealt with by the police, 
having their home and vehicles 
searched and if visiting with a child, 
social services being informed. 

Sikh youngsters 
record heritage 

AN exhibition from the Sikh communi¬ 
ty has gone on show. 

Punjabi Fusion is a one year project 
that has been run by the Sikh 
Community Centre & Youth Club 
(SCCYC) in partnership with Young 
Roots Heritage Lottery Fund, 
Northampton Borough Council and 
heritage partners. 

Young people have been exploring 
the cultural history of the community 
over the past six decades on themes 
such as daily life, clothing and music, 
and recording their thoughts on how 
the culture has altered with exposure 
to British customs with the ‘fusion’ of 
past and present. 

The youth club have also recorded the 
older people’s memories to find out 
about how, why and when they came to 
the UK and their experiences. 

The exhibition at Northampton 
Museum and Art Gallery will be on 
display until January 8.

Wanyama uses career lessons to teach the next generation 


BOXING 

FRANCO Wanyama has been there, seen and 
done most of it during his amateur and profes¬ 
sional boxing career. Now the former Common¬ 
wealth cruiserweight champ is passing on his 
knowledge to Kings Heath ABC’s up and coming 
pugilists. 

After a glittering amateur career in his home¬ 
land of Uganda and across Africa, Wanyama 
turned pro - sharing a ring with the likes of Carl 
‘The Cat’ Thompson and Jonny Nelson, as well 
as serving as sparring partner for the Klitschko 
brothers. 

He spent most of his professional career fight¬ 
ing out of Belgium, but now lives in Rugby where 
a chance meeting with one of the club’s coaches 
led to the 43-year-old coming over to Northamp¬ 
ton to help out at Kings Heath alongside head 
coach Arthur Daly. 

Wanyama explains: “When I was jogging in the 
morning I would see him in his van shadow box¬ 
ing, and it would make me feel lively on my jog¬ 
ging. 

“He inspired me because in my head it said 
‘someone is noticing you’. It gave me courage so 
if I was planning to run three miles that day then 
I would run five, and it was a bad day if I didn’t 
see him. 

“The first time I was here it took me back to all 
of the training I have been through in Russia, 
Germany - I saw the gym as exactly what I 
wanted. 

“This is true boxing, and not only do they have 


a good trainer but they have a father figure. You 
don’t only train the boys, but you teach them 
discipline. The boys are looking beautiful here. 
When I come here I feel rejuvenated. I feel young 
and that I could go back and box again. The boys 
make me so happy here.” 

Growing up in what many regard as the last great 
era of boxing, Wanyama was inspired by the mid¬ 
dleweight quartet of Sugar Ray Leonard, Marvin 
Haggler, Thomas Hearns and Roberto Duran, with 
his dream being to join them in the Hall of Fame. 

But in his homeland of Uganda, boxing was 
regarded as a sport for street children, and with 
Wanyama coming from a middle class family his 
father was against his son partaking in the sweet 
science. 

Despite that, and having run-ins with a chee¬ 
tah and a ‘night dancer’ - a Ugandan practi¬ 
tioner of witchcraft - on his late night training 
runs, the young man followed his dream and 
was crowned East and Central African Games 
champion on three occasions. 

Further accolades followed in his professional 
career, with the highlight being stopping Tony 
Booth inside two rounds in 1994 to claim the 
Commonwealth belt. 

Now he is helping Daly and his team shape the 
future of the next generation of champions, and 
believes that others will soon join those that 
have already come through Kings Heath. 

“You can see the footwork, the dedication and 
how they throw their punches,” said Wanyama. 
“This will get them somewhere. They are deter 
mined and they have a dream. If you’re 


amateur, show the amateur skills - throw your 
punches the right way, show the footwork, 
bounce in and out, and they are the things that 
are here. 

“You have to be able to show the kid how the 
punch goes, how you stand to throw the punch, 
which punch is effective. 

“When you come here, Arthur is showing the 
kids why they have to throw the punch and how 
effective it is. I haven’t seen that in a lot of other 
gyms I’ve been in. 

“I give it two years and you will see what this 
gym is going to do - it is probably the best in 
England and we have very good boys here.” 

The club had two winners at the weekend, with 
Oliver Avill and Ryan Conway both earning 
unanimous decision points wins over their 
respective opponents. 

Kings Heath coach lames Conway has noted an 
improvement in Avill over the past two months, 
particularly with regards to his long straight 
shots. 

That was in evidence again as the feather¬ 
weight silence the crowd cheering on home 
favourite Tony Collins, of Sydenham ABC, in 
their contest. 

With his victory over Thames Valley’s Jake 
Kingham, Conway has now won his last ten 
fights in a row and once again produced another 
dominant performance. 

Kingham was bloodied in the first round and 
given standing eight counts in the second and 
third, although he was allowed to continue to 
the final bell by the referee. 


Purcell aiming to factor 
in new manager’s plans

TADHG Purcell is hoping to force his 
way back into the reckoning at 
Northampton Town after making his 
first competitive appearance for the 
Cobblers in over 14 months on Saturday 

The Irish striker had been packed off 
on loan to former club Darlington and 
deemed surplus to requirements by 
then-manager Gary fohnson after 
recovering from a knee injury that side¬ 
lined him for most of last season. 

He was named as a substitute against 
Shrewsbury Town by caretaker boss 
Dave Lee at the weekend and came on 
in the second half. Unfortunately 
though, it ended in a 7-2 defeat for 
Northampton, but Purcell was pleased 
to be back. 

He said: “It was good to be back in¬ 
volved, but to be involved in a defeat like 
that -1 don’t think I ever have been in¬ 
volved in a defeat like that. It was a bit¬ 
ter pill to swallow, but you have to look 
at the positives. 

“Personally it’s just getting back really. 
When you’re down and out then just to 
be back and involved is the perspective 
you have when you have been out 
injured for so long. The perspective the 
boys have is a different one, but we need 
to stick together. 

“There has been a lot of speculation 
about managers coming in, but at the 
same time players have to take respon¬ 
sibility that when they cross the white 
line it is up to them. 

“There could be lots of different man¬ 
agers that could come in, but we need to 
play for each other first of all and then 
play for the manager.” 

Lee has since left the club with Tim 
Flowers taking over the caretaker role 
until a permanent replacement for 
fohnson is appointed, and Purcell is 
aiming to make an impact on whoever 
that might be. 

The winger-cum-striker, who was 
signed by Ian Sampson in the summer 
of 2010, admitted he was never com¬ 
pletely sure why Johnson decided not to 


give him a chance, but bears no malice 
towards him. Purcell explained: 
“When I came back from Darlington we 
played Reading on the Tuesday in the 
reserves, came on for 15-20 minutes and 
scored two, and was then told the next 
day that I wouldn’t be given a chance 
here. 

“He told me straight to my face and I 
respect him for that. Managers have the 
players they want and sometimes it can 
happen. 

“I’m old enough and I’ve been around 
long enough to know that, and you just 
move on. 

“He has moved out now so hopefully I 
can make an impression on whoever 
comes in, but I’m not going to hold it 
against anybody. 

“I think there were a few different fac¬ 
tors for him and I don’t think I was really 
told what it was -1 think he was talking 
around the edges - but at the end of the 
day he made his choice and we move 
on. 

“You never know, Gary Johnson could 
come back into my life or I could come 
into his. He’s a manager and I'm a 
player, and it didn’t work out at that 
time. I look beyond it now though.” 

Purcell aims to be involved again on 
Saturday when the Cobblers head to 
Devon to take on League Two bottom 
side Plymouth Argyle, and believes it is 
up to the players to help Northampton 
climb away from the wrong end of the 
table. 

He said: “It’s amazing how things turn, 
we were speaking about promotion not 
long ago and now we’re down in it. But 
the players have to stick together and it 
is really about the players. 

“You can talk about the manager all 
you want, but we really have to play for 
each other and I think it’s about time we 
had a few home truths in there. 

“You won’t get out of it unless you work 
and that’s something we need to do, and 
if the new manager comes in and sees 
that work rate then you’ll be in his plans. 

“People have a chance on Saturday to 
put the wrongs from out there right.”

ALEX Waller has hailed the impact 
Northampton Saints forwards coach 
Dorian West has had on his career after 
stepping up from the club's Academy to 
become an established presence in the 
first team squad. 

The prop is amongst a number of 
promising youngsters who are starting to 
emerge from the club’s youth system, and 
has already racked up 33 appearances for 
the club since making his debut against 
the Ospreys in the LV= Cup just over two 
years ago. 

Those have been mostly as a replace¬ 
ment, but at 21 years old he is still learn¬ 
ing his trade. Nevertheless, his progress 
has been impressive and Waller was quick 
to put that down to West’s influence. 

“I don’t think I’d be where I was if it was¬ 
n’t for him bringing me through and 
investing some time in me,” he said. 

“He’s brought my career on so I can’t say 
enough about him. He’s a fantastic coach 
and he’s done the same thing for a lot of 
lads. 

“He’s even brought on some of the 
senior boys. We all work really hard on our 
technique and as a pack we pride our¬ 
selves on our scrummaging and set piece. 

“That has come through him and the 
boys as well, but he has led that and it’s 
fantastic to be a part of.” 

West has been credited with turning the 
Saints pack into one of the most feared in 
Europe, particularly when it comes to 
their scrummaging ability, and Waller has 
experienced his work on the training 
ground first hand. 

He has also spent time working alone 
with the former England and Leicester 


Tigers hooker, saying: “It’s just minor 
things like technique or we’ll go over 
footage of where I’ve slipped up, so I’ll just 
work on that. 

“It’s very small technical aspects that are 
very individual to me, and then as a group 
we look over our set piece together and 
work on it from there. 

“He’s bringing me along nicely and I’m 
learning every week. I’m getting game time 
every week, which I’m grateful for, and 
hopefully I can build on that and then start 
pushing Soane [Tonga’uiha] for his place. 

“I’m still young and sometimes I’ve got 
to remember that if I get frustrated. I’m 
moving forward at a quick rate for a prop 
of my age, so I’m happy with how it’s 
going and that I’m in the squad. 

“I’m happy to be part of it because 
there’s a great atmosphere and great 
things going down at the Saints.” 

Waller is hoping to again play some part 
on Saturday when defending Aviva Pre¬ 
miership champions Saracens visit 


Franklin’s Gardens for the latest install¬ 
ment of what has become one of English 
rugby’s fiercest rivalries. 

He started against the Watford-based 
side earlier this season when the Saints 
overcame them 36-6 at home in the LV= 
Cup and is expecting a physical battle 
with both teams now at full strength. 

“A lot of the boys look forward to that,” 
said Waller. “They’ve got a big front row, a 
big pack and a physical back row, but then 
again so have we. It should be a good bat¬ 
tle and a good match up front. 

“It’s always a massive game. Even when 
we played them in the LV= Cup it was a big 
game. 

“We’ve built up that rivalry over the past 
few years in the Premiership and the LV= 
and it has been a good rivalry between us. 

“It’s a good atmosphere down at the Gar¬ 
dens when they come and they always 
play a fast game. They play a tough, phys¬ 
ical game as well. It’s interesting and it’s 
good to play.” 


Argyle clash a ‘relegation six-pointer’ warns Jacobs

NO-ONE ever wants their side to be in¬ 
volved in a relegation scrap - especially at 
the end of November - but that is exactly 
what Michael Jacobs feels Northampton 
Town face this Saturday at Plymouth Ar¬ 
gyle. 

Last weekend’s crushing 7-2 defeat at 
home to Shrewsbury Town in the first 
match for the Cobblers since the depar¬ 
ture of manager Gary Johnson meant they 
remain hovering just three points above 
the League Two relegation zone. 

That led to caretaker, and Johnson’s for¬ 
mer assistant, Dave Lee departing the 
club on Tuesday. Goalkeeper coach Tim 
Flowers has since been placed in tempo¬ 
rary charge and now has to prepare the 
side for Saturday’s crunch clash. 

No matter how bad things seem at Six- 
fields though, spare a thought for Argyle. 
On top of their well-publicised financial 
problems, they were eliminated from the 
FA Cup in a replay at Southern League 
side Stourbridge on Tuesday evening. 

They also find themselves propping up the 
rest of the Football League with just nine 
points so far this season, and Jacobs (pic¬ 
tured) is well aware of the significance that 
the game at Home Park has for both teams. 

“It’s a nice pitch and a nice ground, and 
they’re struggling as well so it will be a re¬ 
ally big six pointer,” he said. 

“There are a lot of boys in the squad with 
a lot of quality, so hopefully we can go 
there, keep a steady back four and hope¬ 



fully win the game.We’ve got to work hard 
this week and we’ve got to turn it around 
because at the minute we’re looking at a 
relegation battle in November, and that’s 
not good enough for this club.” 

What should have been a proud occa¬ 
sion for Jacobs last Saturday became a 
nightmare. The 21-year-old was named as 
captain due to John Johnson being sus¬ 
pended, and admitted he was honoured 
to take the armband. 

But the Cobblers were 3-0 down at half 
time thanks to two goals from Mark 
Wright and one from Terry Gornell. Ben 
Tozer’s free kick early in the second half 
renewed hope of a comeback, until Mar¬ 
vin Morgan added Shrewsbury’s fourth. 

Adebayo Akinfenwa’s strike proved little 
consolation as James Collins, Joe Jacob¬ 
son and a Kelvin Langmead own goal 
compounded a humiliating afternoon for 
the hosts, who suffered their worst home 
defeat since losing 8-0 against Walsall in 
1947. Those prospective replacements for 


Johnson who were watching from the 
directors box would be forgiven for think¬ 
ing they have a huge task on their hands 
to turn things around. Yet Jacobs does not 
believe it is as tough as it may appear. 

He said: “Probably on this performance 
yes, but when you look at the quality in 
the team, the players that the old gaffer 
brought in and the players you’ve got here 
already you’ve got to look and think ‘why?’ 

“Look at the players - some of them 
should be above this level and we’re still 
producing performances like that. When 
you look at it you think ‘what is going on?’ 
and we’ve got to look at ourselves. 

“You can blame the manager as much as 
you want, but as players we’ve got to look 
at ourselves. It was a really poor perfor¬ 
mance and the result showed it.” 

Midfielder Jacobs also refused to blame 
the uncertainty around the club at the 
moment for the abject showing, saying: 
“Everyone can give excuses, but I can’t 
look at that as an excuse. 

“You go out there wanting to win games. 
It doesn’t matter who is in charge, the 
manager puts you out there as an 11. 
You’ve got to do a job and we didn’t do 
that job. 

“You can’t use who is coming in as man¬ 
ager as an excuse because everyone is 
fighting for their place now. 

“Everyone should put more effort in 
when you look at it, but it was just a dis¬ 
appointing day all round. Hopefully this 
week at Plymouth we can change it and 
turn it around.” 


Double points Brazil finish 
to cap off best ever season

DR VIJAY Mallya has hailed 
Force India’s 2011 season as 
their “most complete yet” with 
the Silverstone-based team on 
course to secure sixth place in 
the Constructors Champi¬ 
onship. 

The Formula One season 
reaches its climax on Sunday 
with the Brazilian Grand Prix 
at Interlagos and Force India 
are all but certain of clinching 
their highest-ever team finish. 

Both Paul di Resta and 
Adrian Sutil scored points in 
Abu Dhabi two weeks ago to 
take them a step closer to 
securing sixth, and team 
owner Mallya is delighted with 
their progress. 

He said: “We’ve developed a 
car that has been strong in all 
areas and we’ve given some of 
the bigger teams a run for 
their money. 

“I’m proud of what we have 
achieved, which is a testament 
to the dedication and commit¬ 
ment of all the team members. 

“If we can secure sixth in the 
championship this weekend, 
it will be a key milestone in the 
history of this team because 
the competitiveness of the 
Formula One grid is as intense 
as I can remember.” 

However, he is wary of cele¬ 
brating too soon, saying: “I 
still remember what hap¬ 
pened last year when we 
missed out on sixth place by 
just one point. 

“We certainly head to Brazil 
in a very strong position, but 
I’ve learned that you should 
never take anything for 
granted. 

“Over the years Interlagos 
has delivered some spectacu¬ 
lar racing action and I have no 
doubt we will see more of the 
same this year. 


“It’s a classic race on a calen¬ 
dar that presents plenty of 
challenges and I’m confident 
that we can maintain the form 
we showed in Abu Dhabi. 

“After a long season I would 
love to sign off the year in style 
with both my cars in the 
points.” 

Sunday’s race will also cap di 
Resta’s rookie year and the 
British driver has impressed 
many observers with his per¬ 
formances in the team’s VJM04 
car. 

He said: “The year has been 
incredible and I’ve enjoyed 
every moment. It’s flown by 
really quickly and I can’t 
believe we’re at the last race of 
the season already. 

“The standout moments for 
me were my first race in Mel¬ 
bourne and qualifying sixth 
for my first British Grand Prix. 

“The atmosphere at Silver- 
stone was so special - unlike 
anything I’ve ever experienced 
- and that’s something I will 
always remember.” 

He has been in the points 
seven times so far this season, 
with a best result of sixth in 
Singapore, and is hoping to 
finish off 2011 with another 
points finish to help the team. 

“It won’t be any different to 
any other race,” said di Resta: 
“Yes, we have a comfortable 
gap over Sauber and Toro 
Rosso in the championship, 
but we still need to be aggres¬ 
sive and keep pushing. 

“Renault are not too far 
ahead of us, although catching 
them will require quite an 
unusual race and a bit of luck, 
too. 

“We need to pick up where 
we left off in Abu Dhabi so that 
we can hopefully have another 
double points finish - that 
would be an excellent way to 
end the season.”

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Foden hoping leaked report 
will be used in the right way

BEN Foden admitted he was disappointed to 
see details of a confidential report from the 
Rugby Players’ Association (RPA) into Eng¬ 
land’s World Cup failure leaked in the national 
press, but believes that the findings will be 
used in the right way. 

The players’ union conducted anonymous 
interviews with the majority of the squad that 
were in New Zealand to get their feelings on 
events on and off the field that may have con¬ 
tributed to the quarter final exit at the hands of 
France. 

Details from the report, along with those from 
RFU director of elite rugby Rob Andrew and 
from the professional clubs, were leaked in The 
Times on Wednesday, highlighting divisions in 
the squad and criticism of the coaches. 

Northampton Saints’ international full back 
Foden said: “I’ve seen it before, these things 
manage to slip out now and again. We know 
there’s high scrutiny, but it’s obviously disap¬ 
pointing because we thought it was confiden¬ 
tial. 

“But it’s a report that is hopefully going to be 
used in the right way. 

“Most of the things wouldn’t make sense to a 
lot of people reading it in the paper, but to us as 
players, the RFU, management and coaches it 
does, and hopefully we can use it as a positive 
to make changes to those areas. 

“It’s a chance for the players to voice their 
opinions. They’re going to be different with 
everybody and the RPA wanted to conduct the 
review, take everyone’s opinion on board and 
then write their own appraisal to present to the 
RFU on how the tour went. 

“It’s disappointing that it has come out in the 
press, and everyone is going to pick at it and 
scrutinise it to the nth degree.” 

England’s World Cup failure led to team man¬ 
ager Martin Johnson resigning last week, and 
speculation has been rife that Northampton 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder will be the man 


to replace him. Foden, who played under 
Mallinder at Sale Sharks before joining him 
at Franklin’s Gardens in 2008, is not surprised 
that the former England Academy and Saxons 
coach has been linked with the vacant senior 
role. 

“He has done superb things during his coach¬ 
ing career and they’d be mad not to be looking 
at him,” said the 26-year-old. 

“Now the spot has opened up, with what he 


has done at Northampton Saints - he’s an Eng¬ 
lishman through and through as well, he has 
been capped. 

“He’s doing good things at Northampton and 
he did good things at Sale when he was there, so 
it’s good respect for him. 

“He has been involved with the RFU at the 
lower levels and with the Churchill Cup, so he 
fits the bill. 

“As a Saints man, looking at it from a selfish 


point of view, you wouldn’t want to lose him 
because the club want to keep Jim and what he 
is doing, and we all buy into it and know that he 
is taking the club places. 

“As an England rugby player, you want the 
right people in charge at the top of the game 
and I can’t really pick out many faults with Jim. 

“As a coach, his man-management skills are 
fantastic and I definitely think he is tipped for 
the top.” 

But whatever headlines there may be sur¬ 
rounding the England team, Foden’s focus is 
firmly on helping Northampton bounce back 
from two consecutive Heineken Cup defeats 
when they face defending Aviva Premiership 
champions Saracens on Saturday night. 

He was absent from last Friday’s 29-23 defeat 
at home to the Scarlets that left the Saints’ hopes 
of qualifying for the knock-out stages of the 
tournament in the balance after suffering a con¬ 
cussion. 

However, Foden is now fully fit and raring to 
go as Northampton welcome their bitter rivals 
to the Gardens aiming to continue their push up 
the table in search of a place in the play-offs. 

He said: “We got a bit of form together to climb 
up to sixth in the Premiership and had the 
momentum going with us for the Heineken 
Cup, but results didn’t go our way. 

“We’re disappointed with the last two weeks’ 
performances and we need to use that for fuel 
against Saracens. 

“It has become a bit of a rivalry between us 
and they seem to get the rub of the green against 
us more than often, so we need to right that 
wrong and prove Northampton Saints are going 
to be competing hard this year for the Premier¬ 
ship title. 

“It shows that Saracens are a good side now 
and that Northampton are a big threat to 
them. 

“Hopefully, if things go well this season, we’ll 
be crowned Premiership champions and we can 
battle that out with the likes of Leicester and be 
regarded, in that respect, as a top four Premier¬ 
ship side.”
